reaching influence. But it is, we be- 
lieve, an invariable rule with the 
company not to take sides on politi- 
cal questions, and its agents are pro- 
hibited from compromising the Com- 
pany by becoming partisans and 
leaders in political discussions and 
'' fightfl." Of course it ie impossible 
for the Company to prevent an occa- 
sional violation of its wise business- 
jlike regulations. Agents who, have 
an'ambition to bet3ome statesmen are 
apt to take advantage of tae position 
to further their political ends. A posi- 
tion which places a man in personal 
intercourse with thousands of men 
daily, is one not to be despised; and 
adroitly used—semi-officially—as if 
backed by authority of the Company, 
it becomes a lever of great power. 
The last city election furnished a 
striking example of the advantages of 
an agency in such cases. 
Wells, 


Fargo & Co.'s Agent here was one of 
the principal leaders of the great In- 
dependent fiasco. It was given out 
that the money used by that party 
was disbursed at Wells, Fargo & Co. 's 
office. The prominence of the Com- 
pany's Agent in that municipal elec- 
tion had an injurious effect undoubt- 
edly upon the Company s business; 
because it was a bitter fight, and 
men refused to patronize the Com- 
pany out of personal spite to the 
Agent. We learn that the Agent has 
taken an active part recently in local 
option matters. No doubt he has a 
desire to do good in the world, and 
if it were not likely to interfere with 
his employer's business, his zeal to
